For doing a man's work ehe is entitled to 
a man's pay.“ said the bishop. New York 
City has just made the pay of all its teachers 
equal on this righteous principle. 

n would be a menace inexpressibly great 
to our whole social organism and would 
put a premium on a debasing system like 
that of Mormonism if she were to be in- 
hibited from work and not receive suffi- 
cient remuneration and be compelled to 
look to the ‘ gentleman friend for support. 

“It cannot be denied that when young 
girls and doys or young men and women 
are thrown into the promiscuous herdings 
of the shop or factory where they are en- 
gaged in the flerce competition of business 
without the restraining and uplifting influ- 
ences which surround young people in the 
school or college the girls have become loud 
and bold and oftentimes swaggering. 

“Speech has become rude, dangerously 
familiar, or, at the best, exceedingly care- 
less, and maidenly modesty been put in ex- 
treme peril. 


Pronounced Social Danger. 

A most serious aspect of the case, which 
is after all but a natural outcome of the 
relations just referred to, is the pronounced 
_eocial danger which threatens the very ex- 
istence of the home. 

Take an Illustration which is but one of 
many thousand cases. A young man and 


woman are both employed in winning bread. 


The man is getting $12 a week, the woman 
$6 or $8. He can ecarcely pay his board 
and dress decently and meet other obliga- 
tions out of his salary. She oan do so in 
a less, satisfactory manner. 

“They fall in love. What shall be the 
outcome? Very chearly two cannot live on 
the salary he is earning, much less can a 
family. Either marriage must be given up 
or the woman, if wedded, must continue to 
labor. Home, in every true sense of the 
term, is therefore out of the question. A 
boarding house must be the resort—the foe 
of normal domestic life. 


Happy Wife and Mother. 

The normal condition of woman is that 
of a happy wife and mother, freed from the 
necessity of leading a strenuous life for ex- 
istence in competition with men. 

The question whether wives should work 
often has been raised, and bears diréctly 
upon this phase of the subject under dis- 
cussion. I answer unhesitatingly that a mar- 
ried woman with a husband and children 
and home otght not to be compelled to work 
beyond the pretincts of that home.“

Harriman Letters Reveal 
Magnate— Not Roosevelt— 
as the Supplle ant. 


WARM DEFENSE OF BLISS 


Oyster Bay, N. T., Sept. 1.—[{Special.]— 
Theodore Roosevelt made public tonight his 
answer to the recent chargesof Senator Pen- 
rose and John D. Archbold before the sub- 
committee investigating campaign contribu- 
tions. 

The reply takes the form of an 18,000 word 
letter to Senator Moses E. Clapp, chairman 
of the committee. 0 

In it Col. Roosevelt enters “emphatic and 
detailed denial to the charge that he had 
knowledge of a $125,000 contribution by the 
Standard Oli company to his campaign fund 
in 1904. 

Col. Roosevelt defends the memory or 
the late Cornelius N. Biss against the asser- 
tlon- made by. Archbold that the latter paid 
Bliss $100,000 under the impression that the 
ol} trust was to be granted favors im con- 
sideration of the donation, 


Points to Bliss’ Record. 
While not denying that the $100,000 may 


have passed hands, the colonel says he has 
extreme doubt that it did. In this connec- 
tion he points to the record of Mr. Bliss asa 
business man and a public spirited citizen. 

Col. Roosevelt in support of hie contentions 
ceprints the two letters and the telegram ne 
sent to George B. Cortelyou, then Repub- 
jican national chairman, advising Mr. Cor- 
telyou thet if there had been a contribution 
by the Standard O: to return it at once. 

He reiterates his statement made several 
times that he was assured by both Mr. Cor- 
telyou and Mr. Loeb, his private secretary at 
the time, that there had been no fund given 


by the oll trust. 


T. R. Thinks He's Covered Ground. 
Col. Roosevelt, commenting tonight on his 


statement, said he believes he has made a 
complete refutation of any testimony reflect - 
ing upon him which was given before the sen- 
ate committee that investigated campaign 
contributions. 

„ have answered every question as fully 
and explicitly as is possible,“ he said. “I 
think I have covered the ground. Of course, 
I cannot go on indefinitely explaining the 
things whieh are always being brought up. 
They are brought up 5,000,000 times, and after 
I have explained them 5,000,000 times they 
are brought up again, just as if I never had 
explained them.” 


Never Promised Fa vors. 

To illustrate this point Col. Roosevelt said 
his opponents were always saying the cor- 
porations contributed to his 1904 campaign 
and that he had denied it, although, he said. 
he had merely denied that money from cor- 
porations had been accepted in return for 
promises of favors from the government. 

In the Demecratic text book just issued, he 


Steel corporation had contributed $10,000 to 
his campeign. 

“T never said that no such contribution 
was received,” he continued. “I have neo 
knowledge of such a contribution, but if it 
was made, I suppose it was a perfectly proper 
one.“ 

Adds to Political History. 

Mr. Roosevelt's statement contains numer- 
ous other letters which add to American poll- 
ties some hitherto unpublished history. 
These include the famous Harriman letters, 
The latter show that it was Harriman and 
not Rootevelt who sought ald in the 1004 
campaign. 

Mr. Harriman is shown to have requested 
President Roosevelt's help in obtaining finan- 
cial ald tor the New York state committee 
in the interest of Higgins, Harriman's friend, 
who was running for governor of New York. 

Mr. Harriman also appealed to the president 
to appoint Chauncey M. Depew ambassador 
to France, and later, switching to James H. 
Hyde, urged the latter's appointment to the 
French post. 

Denounces Penrose and Archbold. 

Col. Roosevelt in his strongest terms de- 
nounces Archbold and Penrose, saying the 
latter by his own testimony should be ousted 
_from the senate. 

The colonel defends his political career 
and says he has never done anything that

Charges Penrose 
Fails to Answer. 


HE charge against Mr. Penrose 
was a direct charge. This charge 
was not merely that he took $25,000 from 
the Standard Oil company but that at 
or about the time of his taking it, while a 
member of a committee of the senate which 
was formed to investigate industrial affairs 
m the United States, he was in con- 
stant communication with Mr. Arch- 
bold on the eubject, and that he sub- 
mitted to Mr. Archbobld, for his approval, in 
advance, a copy of the report of the commis- 
sion, If these statements are true, of course 
Mr. Penrose is unfit to represent the people 
in the United States te; and the testi- 
mony against him is direct. Apparently, 
however, the committee is investigating not 
this charge against Mr. Penrose, which was 
sustained by direct evidence, but Mr. Pen- 
rose’s countercharge, which was sustained 
by no evidence at all, and only by the repe- 
tition of second hand gossip.

Roosevelt Asked Nothing 
of the Standard Oil. 


S regards the statement of Mr. Pen- 
rose and Mr. Archbold that with 
my consent or knowledge Mr. Bliss asked 
the Standard Oil people for $100,000 or 
other sum, or received such sum from them, 
it is an unqualified falsehood. 

“Tf any request for funds was made 
from the Standard Oil company, or if any 
funds were received from the Standard Oil 
company, by Mr. Bliss or any one else con- 
nected with the national committee in 1904, 
it was not merely done without my kaowi- 
edge, but was done against my express di- 
rection and prohibition, and in spite of the 
fact that I was assured that no such request 
had been made, and that no such contribu- 
tion had been or would be received.

Under No Obligations 
for Contributions. 


1 N my letters to Mr. Cortelyou dur- 

ing the campaign the only allusion 
that I can find to campaign contributions 
is in one in which I tell him that I have 
heard a rumor that Senator Dick of Ohio 
has been collecting money from office hold- 
ers, and that if so he must be warned to stop 
or he will get into trouble. 

“I communicated with Mr. Bliss very in- 
frequently, and never made any allusion to 
contributions in any letter that I wrote to 
him, or any conversation I had with him. 
From Mr. Bliss, as from Mr. Cortelyou, I 
received the explicit statement that no prom- 
ise had been made and no obligation entered 
into, directly or indirectly, in conmection 
with any contribution that had been re- 
ceived, or would be entered into in connec- 
tion with any contribution that might be re- 
ceived in the future.

Asked No Contributions 
for 1904 or 1912.

FEARING FOR ITS PROVINCES, 
TURKEY MOVES FOR PEACE. 


Proposition to Grant Autonomy to Euro- 
pean Vilayets Causes Alarm Among 
Bultan's Delegates in Switzerland. 


„ 


CHIASSO, Switzerland, Sept. 1.—The prop- 
@sition of Count Leopold von Berchthold, 
the Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, that 
autonomy be gradually given all the Euro- 
pean provinces of Turkey has spurred on 
Turkey to hasten the unofficial negotiations 
for peace with Italy, which are in progress 
in Switzerland between Turkish and Ital- 
jan delegates. 

The Turkish delegates have insisted upon 
the abrogation of the law passed by the 
Italian parliament annexing Tripoli, even if 
such “pbrogation were merely a matter of 
form, advancing the proposition that the gov- 
ernment of Tripoll be intrusted nominally 
toa prince appointed by the sultan but chosen 
by Italy. But the Italian premier has re- 
fused to concede this point, as he aleo has 
done regarding the proposition that Tripoli 
be given to Italy, but that Cyrenaica remain 
nominally Turkish. 

Count von Berchthold's attempt to secure 
autonomy for the European provinces of Tur- 


accepted, would place European Turkey, like 
Crete, practically under the tutelage of the 
powers, with a predominant Austrian influ- 
ence owing to Austria's frontage on the 
Balkan states. 

Naturally Turkey opposes the proposition, 
and while Italy, as a member of the triple 
alliance, has adhered to it, it hopes that 
peace will be brought about before the 
scheme is put into practice.

WINS EXCITING OCEAN RACE. 


Killed in Turco- St. Paul Had Two Hours’ Start, but Was 


Overhauled on Second Day and Left

SOUTHAMPTON, Sept. 1.—The liners Ma- 
jestic and St. Paul arrived at Southampton 
today, ending a neck and neck race from 
New York. 

The Majestic left New York two hours be- 
hind the St. Paul and the two commanders 
agreed to fight out the question of supremacy 
on the way acroags. The two ships were in 
constant wireless communication and gave 
each other their respective positions, besides 
exchanging other news. 

It was not until 5 o’clock Tuesday mornin 
that the Majestic overhauled the St. Paul. 
Then ensued a most exciting race. The stok- 
ers worked their brawn and muscle for every 
purticle there was in them, and tne engineers 
and navigators were at the highest tension. 
The passengers were betting largely on their 
respective vessels by wireless. 

The two vessels remained level within sight 
of each other until 10 o’clock on Friday morn- 
ing, when the Majestic drew ahead, but did 
not lose sight of the St. Paul until twenty- 
four hours later. 

The victory was a close one, as the Majestic 
arrived at Plymouth two hours in advance of 
the St. Paul, but by a technicality the St. 
Paul arrived at Southampton this morning 
an hour in advance of the Majestic. 

Under arrangements. with France’ the 
American line steamships are permitted to 
disembark their passengers at Cherbourg 
at 6 a. m.. while the White Star boats are 
not permitted to land their voyagers until 7 
o'clock.

An east side police captain, two members 
of a Manhattan police inspector’s staff, three 
members of the disorderly houst trust—Mor- 
ris Goldberg, Sam Green, and Doc Mey- 
ers—an ex-leader of Tammany Hall, an ex- 
assemblyman, Max Hochstim. and two of his 
close friends are said to figure actively in 
the conspiracy. © 

iAlthough no police officer higher than the 
captain attended conferences held in a ten- 
derloin hotel and in three saloons, the report 
of the detective who got the information con- 
nect® one police inspector and the right hand 
man ot another inspector with the conspiracy. 


Detective Works the Plotters. 

The detective so deceived the conspirators 
into believing that he was one of the 
crowd that when it came to the actual 
selection of the three men to swear out false 
affidavits against county officials investi- 
gating graft the real conspirators picked out 
the detective to act as one of the perjurers. 

Goldberg, Green, Meyers, Hochstim, and 
other conspirators, with the exception of the 
police officers, the former Tammany leader, 
and the ex-assemblyman, disappeared today. 
Tonight they were found in a hotel on the 
New Jersey side. 

The conspiracy was built up because of the 
desperation of the vice trust owners of 
thirty-two disorderly, houses and the crowd 
which ran twenty disorderly hotels before 
the raids on resorts in June and August. 

The disorderly hotels alone represent a 
cash investment of 35200000. The fight 
against the owners, whose cases wil come 
up for trial in the next three weeks, and 
their conviction means that they are threat- 
ened with ruin. The loss of hotel leases, 
which in many instances have years to run, 
the possibility that a Jiquor license cannot be 
obtained for a year at least, and the loss of 
“good will’ also represent thousands of 
dollars. 

Anonymous Letters Threaten. 

The dust had scarcely settled after the 
August raids on éighteen “vice trust“ 
houses when various county officials began 
to get anonymous letters threatening the 
livés of the graft investigators. No attention 
was paid to these letters. Three detectives. 
even before the letters had begun to arrive, 
had been instructed to hang around where 
the crowd later suspected of sending the let- 
ters Was wont to meet. 

As a result of his investigation one of the 
detectives says $15,000 was raised for the 
conspiracy fund and later the amount soared 
to $25,000. It was announced that $15,000 
would be divided equally among the three 
signers of the affidavits. 

The’ affidavits were to have been signed 
on Saturday in an east side saloon. The 
other parties to the agreement became sus- 
picious, however, that the detective was not 
a western sport, as he had said, and re- 
mained away from the meeting. 

It is said that altogether the resort trust 
members have raised a fund of $50,000 to 
protect their interests.

LONDON, Sept. 2— Norman Angell” 
(Ralph Norman: Angell Lane), author and 
newspaper correepondent, who has been the 
general manager of the Daily Mail in Paris 
since 1905, contributes to that paper a strik- 
ing article on the Panama cana! law entitled 
“Why. Not Fight.“ 

He starts out by suggesting hypothetically 
a series of offenses committed by Germany 
against England, which, he says, would give 
an Anglo-German war infinitely greater 
justification than. most of the wars of his- 
tory and would indeed make war inevitable. 

These offenses are intended as exact par- 
allels of What the English regard as Amer- 
lean offenses against England in the last 
ten years and whose logical method of set- 
tlement would be by war. 


War Would Be Ineffective. 

But.“ says Mr. Lane, we have not gone 
to war; we shall not go to war; we are not 
even thinking of war.“ 

This, he argues, is not because blood is 
thicker than water, for when the Ameri- 
cans were really of English blood, which 
they are not now, we went to war with them 
twice, so it ie not for that reason that we 
submit to the affronts of America. 

The reason is because war would be in- 
effective. We tould not impdse our will by 
war. America is not only ‘impregnable but 
ig quite obviously impregnable. We could, 
it ie true, destroy her navy, bombard her 
dorts, and blockade her coasts, but we should 
thereby create a. position far more Serious 
for ourselves than for her. She would be 
embarrassed; we would starve.” 


Real Lesson Failure of War. 

After pointing out how useless war with 
the United States would-be for Great Britain 
and how it would be impossible for the latter 
to advance beyond a certain stage, Mr. Lane 
says: 

“What is the moral of this Panama canal 
business; this cynical disregard of solemn 
treaty obligations? We are told that it isa 
failure of arbitration and the absurdity of 
depending on international good faith, 
whereas the real lesson of these incidents is 
the failure of war, the war system and all it 
impNes. 

We may go to war for things that do not 
matter, but when Amerioa takes an attitude 
caléulated to hamper our movements and 
commerce with half the universe, we submit, 
because war (in preparation for which the 
nations have piled their armaments to the 
skies) is utterly ineffective as an instrument 
for enforcing our rights, and as we have no 
other instrument because we have not given 
an equivalent effort to its creation. 


As a Country Not to Blame. 

Mr. Lane holds that America as a country 
is not to blame tor this movement of treaty 
repudiation, which owes its force to a spirit 
which is the direct outcome of common po- 
litical beliefs of Christendom, of the military 
system, and efforts to maintain it.“

ONCE TAKEN 


After a variety of experiences that in- 
cluded a race after a train in an automobile 
to escape unfriendly writ servers, Harry J.

$3,500 bond signed by George B. Joyce. He 
jumped the bond. 


Loose on Trail. 

After the case had been turned over to him 
Loose learned Fitzgerald, before leaving Chi- 
cago, had disposed of $12,000 worth of prop- 
erty to the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany and deposited the money in the First 
National bank of Chicago.. This was the 
only clew in sight, but after a month's wait 
it developed something more tangible. Fitz- 
gerald drew on his Chicago bank account. 
The draft was made on the National Bank 
of Arkansas. ‘This discovery sent Loose to 
Hot Springs, where the bank is located. 

He learned there his man had been stopping 
at the Arlington hotel, but had left some days 
before for Santiago, Cuba. He had left his 
baggage behind, so, Loose decided to walt. 
He remained in Hot Springs ten days and 
was rewarded by the return of the fugitive. 

Loose tmmediately arrested Fitzgerald, 
but here another obstacle confronted him. 
The man already had been arrested in Hot 
Springs on a chase similar to that pre- 
ferred against him in Chicago and was out 
on $500 bond. 

Gets Governor’s Aid. 

“YT showed the court my: requisition pa- 
pers,” said Loose, and I was given my man. 
When I arrived at the jail I found Fitzgerald 
surrounded by five attorneys, one a Chicago 
man. They tried to hinder my making the 
arrest, so I appéaled to Gov. Donaghey, who 
gave me the right to take Fitzgerald out of 
the state. 

„ Everything went lovely then, and I was 
congratulating myself on getting the man at 
last. We had boarded the Chicago bound 
train and the engine just had whistled to 
start, when a deputy of the Circuit court 
rushed into the car, found Pitzgerald, and 
served us with a writ of habeas corpus. 

„Well, I had to get off the train with Fitz- 
gerald. When the Circuit judge heard the 
case he dismissed the petition for the writ, 
but reminded me another writ that would 


hold Fitsgerald would be served within three 


hours. That was a hint to get out of town— 
but my train had gone. 
“The train was a slow one and I figured 
a fast automobile would catch up with it if 
we left at once.

Arouse Suspicions of Police. 


WIFE GIVES TWO VERSIONS. 


Husband Believed to Have Fired at 
Woman and Hit Infant. 


Eugene Slavin, only 20 years old, but a hus- 
band and father. is held in the Sheffield ave- 
nue police station on suspicion that he shot 
and seriously wounded his daughter, Irene, 
9 months old.

Police Notified by Wife. 

The shooting occurred Saturday night at 
the Slavin résidence, 2856 Lincoln avenue. 
Mrs. Slavin, who is 19 years old, notified the 
police. She said she took all the cartridges 
out of the revolver and used the weapon to 
“‘scare’’ her baby. Later she denied this 
story and said her husband had fired the 
shot. 

After the shooting Slavin disappeared. He 
surrendered later, while intoxicated, to Desk 
Sergeant Herley at the Sheffield avenue sta- 
tion. 

Slavin said he emptied the cylinder of the 
revolver and gave it to the baby for a play- 
thing. A few minutes later he picked it up, 
pulled the trigger, and the explosion fol- 
lowed, he added. 

Revolver Under Pillow. 

Sergt. Ulimicher found the revolver under 
a piliow in the Slavin residence. An empty 
cartridge was in the cylinder and there were 
four cartridges on a bureau. 

“The stories of Mrs. Slavin and her hus- 
band conflict and we believe there is little 
truth in them,” said Sergt. Unmicher.

READY TO START SENATE FIGHT 


Reed of Missouri to Outline Dem- 
ocratic Plans Here Tomorrow. 


MAINE TO BE THE FIRST. 


Chicago Manager Points to States 
Where Suecess Is Expected. 


United States Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri will inaugurate from the Chicago 
headquarters tomorrow the Democratic cam- 
paign to overthrow the Republican majority 
in the senate this fall. The first contest will 
be in Maine on Sept. 9. Ifa Democratic legis- 
lature is reklected there Obadiah Gardner's 
return to the senate will be practically 
assured. 

With Gardner's election a certainty, we 
will need to win only five Republican legisia- 
tures to contro! the next senate, said Frank 
Lord, Democratic publicity manager, yes- 
terday. ‘‘If we should lose Maine, then we 
will have to win seven other states. 

Most of the Democratic senators whose 
terms expire on March 4 come from the 
south or other rock ribbéd Democratic states. 
We believe that a Democrat will be elected 
to succeed Senator Joseph M. Dixon, the 
Roosevelt campaign manager, in Montana. 
The legislature there is now Democratic, 
and the signs of the times point to Demo- 
cratic gains rather than losses. 


Expect to Win in Nebraska, 

In Nebraska the chances favor the elec- 
tion of former Gov. Shallenberger as the suc- 
cessor 0.9 Senator Norris Brown, the Repub- 
can incumbent, who is seeking reélection. 

“ There is a vacancy from Nevada, caused 
by the death of Senator Nixon. Key Pitt- 
man, who was defeated by the Nixon money 


barrel by a narrow margin at the last elec- 


tion, is the Democrat who should be elected 
out there. 


Two senators are to be chosen 
from Colorado, one to fill a vacancy caused 
by Senator Hughes’ death and the other to 
replace Senator Guggenheim. We figure on 
electing two Democrats in the Mountain 
state. 

In Oregon, where Senator Jonathan 
Bourne retires, we also have an excellent 
chance to win, while there is little doubt 
the Republican senator from that state, who 
was appointed by a Republican governor, 
will be succeeded by a Democrat.”
